Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach or fairly disclose a semiconductor wafer having one or more die with a static random 
access memory array integrated therein comprising a test circuit integrated with the sram array; 
wherein during probing, the test circuit applies a voltage difference across a plurality of adjacent 
bitline pairs and/or wordline pairs of the sram array, the difference being larger than an 
operational supply voltage for the sram array, to identify whether electrical shorting occurs 
across one or more of the plurality of adjacent bitline pairs and/or wordline pairs..
